Colorado Springs, Aug. 30.—Okla­ 
homa 
City 
may 
teach 
Colorado 
Springs how to pave its streets. The 
city council has decided to secure 
the services of two well known prac­ 
tical engineers to come to Colorado 
Springs and in conjunction with City 
hngineer Waggener and the city of­ 
ficials study conditions preliminary 
to the paving of the business dis­ 
trict. It is understood that W. C. Burk 
city engineer of Oklahoma City may 
be one of those who will be asked to 
come to Colorado Springs for this 
purpose. Paving in Colorado Springs, 
presents many peculiar problems, and 
because of the porous soil and fay 
orable climatic conditions has not 
heretofore been considered a neces­ 
sity, but the growth of the city has 
made it within recent months, an im­ 
portant 'issue. Among poilus to re­ 
ceive special consideration in the in­ 
vestigations are the widening of the 
sidewalks, the kind of paving ma­ 
terial, the extent to which any of 
the streets shall be parked and oth­ 
er features. With streets IOO feet 
wide and avenues 140 feet wide, the 
problem is one of an unusual char­ 
acter.

Denver, Colo., Aug. 29.—Acts of the 
supreme court of the United States 
were sharply criticised by Theodore 
Roosevelt today in an address in the 
state 
capitol 
before 
the 
Colorado 
legislature. The former president cit­ 
ed decisions by the supreme court 
which he declared were contrary to 
the principles of democracy. Every­ 
where he went in Denver he was 
greeted by cheering multitudes which 
blocked the streets, interfered with 
traffic and packed to suffocation the 
various buildings iu which he spoke. 
The auditorium in which he delivered 
his speech on conservation holds 15,- 
000 people, and 
yet 
it 
was 
largo 
enough to seat only a part of the 
throng which clamored for admis­ 
sion. The streets outside the build­ 
ing were crowded with other thou­ 
sands who sought in vain to gain ad­ 
mittance. 


“ I just feel as if 
I would like to 
stay here for good.’’ Colonel Roose­ 
velt said after hi* had mad** th rt e of 
his five speeches. He added that he 
" a s taken utterly by surprise by the 
size of the crowds which turned out 
to greet him. 
From the moment he arrived here 
until he went to bed Colonel Roose­ 
velt was kept on the move. In addi­ 
tion to his speech in the auditorium, 
under the auspices of the National 
Live Stock association, and his speech 
before the legislature, he addressed 
the Spanish war Veterans, who are 
in encampment here; the live stock 
association at a banquet this evening 
and Denver Press club at a chuck- 
wagon luncheon at Overland^ Park.

TMM HON {STANDS FOR 


ITSELF. 


Ills Amendment Provided That All 


Individual Contracts Must He 


Approved by the President 


Pawnee, Ok., Aug. 
29.—Congress­ 
man Bird McGuire today 
issued 
a 
statement in reply to Congressman 
Stephens of Texas, concerning the let 
ter of exoneration given the Oklaho­ 
ma congressman by a majority of the 
congressional committee here investi­ 
gating the Gore charges and the Mc­ 
Murray individual indian contracts. 
McGuire says that the people need 
not take the verdict of the majority 
of the committee nor of 'Mr. Steph­ 
ens. The statement in part says; 
“The evidence stands for itself, and 
in his statement Mr. Stephens does 
not say that evidence was produced 
before the comifiittee showing that I 
had an (interest in the 'McMurray or 
any other contracts. He knows the 
majority w'as correct when it said 
that there was no evidence to war­ 
rant a charge or suggestion that I 
had an interest in any Indian con­ 
tracts and that the people who have 
followed the evidence know' this. I 
was brought into the m atter for po­ 
litical reasons, just as I was sued in 
the last campaign for political rea­ 
sons, the suit being dropped after 
the campaign closed. Mr. Stephens 
only raises a question on the amend­ 
ment I handed to Mr. Tawney. 
“>Mp amendment ..provided that in­ 
dividual 
contracts 
must 
have 
the 
approval of the president and secre- 
tarp of the interior. It was not man­ 
datory upon these officers to approve 
the contracts, as those who are split­ 
ting hairs 
for 
political 
purposes 
w’ould have the people believe, but 
if it were true th a t the amendment 
made the approval mandatory, still 
K left the amount of the fee entire­ 
ly in the hands of the president and 
the secretary of the interior, and 
they could fix it at $1. When I was 
on the witness stand Mr. Stephens 
declared he was unwillttlg to leave 
such m atters to the president and 
secretary of the interior, though on 
April 22, two months before Mr. Gore

state 
insists 
upon 
a 
min­ 
imum amount of education. The city 
provides, at heavy expense, the means 
for securing more than the minimum 
required, and believes It to be an 
investment that pays the best kind 
of returns. It is a fact that a high 
school diploma represents almost as 
much ic most respects today as a 
college dipoma did some years ago. 
The opportunity to gain an educa­ 
tion is not one to be overlooked by 
either chidren or parents, nor it is 
one to be undervalued because the 
tuition is free. It is one to be im­ 
proved unless there is some obstacle 
which makes it impossible, which is 
rarely the case. 
Thousands deplore the deficiencies 
in their education caused by the fart 
th at they did not, for some reason 
remain in school. Some of them try 
to make it up by hard study in 
later years, for which they deserve 
the greatest credit. 
To deny a child the opportunity 
to continue in school, or to allow' one 
to leave school before completing the 
course provided merely because study 
seems irksome and the chance to 
earn wages seems attractive, is to 
say the least, a very’ serious error 
asd one th at will be the cause of 
deep regret in after years. 
So far as allowing the children to 
go to work, the small wages they re­ 
ceive cannot be compared with the 
benefits they will derive from a few 
years more of schooling. As to that 
it is often the case that this added 
education makes it possible for the 
child to secure positions after leav­ 
ing school that he could not obtain 
without i t So far as money is con­ 
cerned, it is a poor policy to al­ 
low a child to leave school before 
completing the work there. Two or
